2. OTATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-4. 13 lack novelty under PCl' Article 33a) as being anticipated by US 4,332,810. Tbe compounds of Examples 1-5 and ttie 
GomposidoD thereof, are encompassed by the instam claims. 

Claims 1. 2, 13 lack novelty under PCX Article 33^) as being anticipated by BELANGER et al. The compounds 6, 8 (page 2177) 
and 11, 15 (page 2178), and the composition thereof, are encompassed by the instant claims. 

Clahns 1,2 lack novelty under ICTAnide 33(2) as being anticipated lvn>DON et al. The compounds 24, 25 (page 1085) are ' 
encompassed by the instant claims. 

Claims 5-12, 14-28 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3). because the prior art only teaches Rl as hydroxy or methoxy, 
and does not teadi or fairly suggest the instam compound wherein Rl is hydrogen, amino or halogen. The prior art only teaches the 
use of the compound for treating pain, and does not teach the use of the inventive compound for treating a protein Unase related 
disord^'as reched in the uistam. 

Clauns 1-28 meet the criteria set out m PCTT Article 33(4), and thus find industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used m the pharmaceudcal hidustry hi the ueatmem of a protein kinase related disorder. 
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
